System management functions 

The following represent the major 
system management functions 
of the licensed program: 

Display aids: These provide the 
secretary with helpful reference in¬ 
formation at the display station. 
They include: 

Menus to aid the secretary in select¬ 
ing and defining the tasks to be 
performed by the system 
Messages to inform the secretary 
of print completion and confirma¬ 
tion of delivery as well as detected 
entry errors, system status and 
device status 

HELP panels to provide the secre¬ 
tary with an online reference aid to 
functions, options, formats and 
keys 

Personalization: When a 5520 is 
installed, it is personalized to suit 
your particular needs. Personal¬ 
ization consists of specifying infor¬ 
mation such as: 

Descriptions of the various devices 
in the system 

Names and profiles of secretaries 
Names and descriptions of 
documents 
Distribution lists 

Default values that are designed to 
meet the needs of your greatest 
number of users 

Standard formats frequently used 


Security and integrity: The 5520 
offers several levels of security for 
stored and distributed documents. 
These include optional keylocks and 
passwords, as well as defined 
secretary identification numbers. 
Encryption devices are available to 
aid distribution security. 

Document control by owner re¬ 
duces the possibility of uninten¬ 
tional alterations or unauthor¬ 
ized access. 

Concurrent activity scheduling: 

The system performs application 
functions requested by your sec¬ 
retary as either interactive (fore¬ 
ground) or concurrent (back¬ 
ground) activities. An interactive 
activity, such as creating a doc¬ 
ument, may be performed at the 
time it is requested by the sec¬ 
retary. A concurrent activity, such 
as printing, paginating or dis¬ 
tributing a document or global al¬ 
terations, is performed when re¬ 
quested—allowing the secretary to 
continue with other tasks at the 
display station. 

Print Queue Management: 

Arranges print jobs for each printer 
for optimal productivity based 
on priority and paper requirement 
(letterhead, legal, special forms).

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removable IBM diskettes. Diskette 
drive is single feed, or, on the 
Model 50, magazine feed.
